Garrpacpt has taken 2,000 prisoners. That is the 
brief, but most important, announcement of the 
telegram. By a despatch from Genoa, Garibaldi ap- 
pears to have won “ a victory along the whole line.” 
The telegram from Turin announces that “ the 
‘Neapolitan troops have been repulsed from Cu- 
“ serta.” If this be correct, then the repulse of 
Cajazzo had emboldened the Royalists to assume 
the offensive. Garibaldi, we knew, had anticipated an 
attack, and had, consequently, thrown up defensive 
works around Santa Maura, between Capua and Ca- 
serta, and round Caserta itself. Garibaldi, probably, 
desired to keep his force steadily in hand until the ar- 
rival of the King of Piedmont. The address of Victor 
Emmanuel to his soldiers proves that he intended 
to take part in expelling the Neapolitans from Gaeta. 
„Soldiers,“ he sayr, I take the command. It would 
“ cost me too much not to be foremost wherever there 
“is danger!“ As the Papal territory is thor oughly 
cleared, the only scene of danger lay between Gaeta 
and the Volturno. As a last effort, and in order 
to anticipate the arrival of the Sardinians, the 
Nespolitans attacked Garibaldi with the result we 
have seen. Resistance now is utterly impossible. 
With the Sardinians, and their King at their head, 
on the one side, the Garibaldians, flushed with victory, 
on the other, and the combined fleet shutting them 
out from the sea, what resistance can the Royal 
troops offer? It will be a race between the Sar- 
dini- us and Garibaldi to decide which shall first 
enter Gaeta.

Ine Nord expresses itself as follows on the present 
state of affairs in Italy — 

Tue intormation which reaches us from Turin and 
Naples, and the address sent by the Neapolitans to 
Victor Emmanuel, prove to us that though Italy is not 
disposed to separate from Garibaldi, except in so far as he 
may separate from the King, she places all her confidence 
aud all her hopes in the latter. This energetic, explicit 
teadency of public opinion in Italy is a new proot of the 
maturity and experience acquired by nations by their 
past faults and expiations. In this impulse, which 
carries all the Peninsula towards Victor Emmanuel in 
preference even to the man whose entire abnegation and 
marvellous courage have prepared what is now taking 
place, there is something else than a movement of 
popularity, a displaciug of prestige—there is the firm 
and general conviction that Victor Emmanuel alone 
is the prop of Italy. Italians know and under 
stand that General Garibaldi is a man, Victor 
Eamanuel a principle. If the former dies, all 
his force vanishes, but behind the latter is a dynasty. 
Garibaldi, moreover, represents the movement, the con- 
flict, the present with its chances and incidents, the 
force which raises and moves nations ; but Victor Em- 
manuel represents durable and definitive order, the 
force which makes stable the power and grandeur of 
civilised nations. In declaring: for the King without 
hesitation and without division, Italy proves herself 
once more worthy of the destinies which the unanimity 
of her people's wishes and the union of her force pro- 
mises het. 

I mentioned some days ago a pamphlet translated from 
the German, ascribed to Prince Prederick Charles of 
Prussia, with a view to teach his countrymen “ how to 
beat the French.” Though such a lessen is not so 
necessary in Kogiand as in Prussia, & few extracts from 
the work will be read with interest. The author thus 
describes the French style of fighting:— 

« {pe French soldier always advances; such is the first 
rand French rule in all its simplicity. The second 
'reách principle is, that moral force is superior to 
physical. For this reason al Canrobert, when- 
ever he had any daring enterprise to achieve in the 
Crimea, always asked his soldiers, ‘Do you feel equal 
to the task?’ They never answered in the negative, 
and the moral power thus rested on the which 
they themselves had given to their general, The third 
principle of Ue French is to form in close column against 
av enemy unused to that man@uvre, and, on the con- 
trary, to fight in broken ranks and as sharpshooters, when 
they have to deal with regular and well-trained troops. 
iu the fourth place, the French never defend theme 
selves passively, ' Lf it happens,’ says the writer, that 
the French are by a close column, they adopt 
the following plan, which is especially advisable when 
the attack is i and not supported by a reserye.

One or 
two columns advance, and the sharpshooters surround 
the euemy on all sides, The attack then naturally 
slackens, the enemy loses time, and are soon come 
letely enveloped: they cannot turn back, and are conse- 
quenuy forced to fight and resign themselves to their 
inte. it isa cule with the French under those circum- 
stances hot to seek to kill, but to make prisoners, because 
Ave or six men may be taken in the time required to 
one.. 
The writer next calls attention to other principles, 
the application of which is not less advantageous : — 

“jt is a principle, he says, “in the French army, 
that the attack when once resol ved on cannot be made 
too goon or too rapidly. In Italy there was seldom 
more than u quarter of an hour's firing before the 
bayonet was in use; sometimes even not a single shot 
was fired during the attack, It now appears that the 
French charge at the doupie quick step, at which they 
ere «xercised during peace, so that they aro used to it, 
and do not find themselves out of breath when they 
come up with the enemy.” 

Io conclusion, the author proposes the sdoption ot 
the following new regulations in the Prussian army:— 

“1, To employ sharpshooters in columns of a com- 
pany. 2. Lo draw up the army in depth rather than in 
width as this arrangement increases the power of resist- 
ance in the flanks, and prevents a rapid loss of men. 
3. ‘Io dispose the army chequer-wise in preference to 
any other form, as ic affords the best means of sustaining 
tue impetuous attack of the sharpshooters wuen charg- 
lag with the bayonet at doubie quick step.
